We canntt but fear that autrages
such ax have just transpired at Cheng-Tw,
in the northwest Interlor, will ocour in other
localitles where forelgn missionaries are re-
sliding far away from (he tredty poris, and

hence bovand the protectlon of forelgn gun-
boats. The people are extremely ignorant
and oxceedingly superstitious and easily im-
poxad on. The fact that the recent out-
rages were connived at by the highest an-
thorities in the digtrict at the time gives
eause for much anxie'y for American misslon-
arles living in the Interlor. The people and
the officlals of the Fug-Klen province, in
whieh Kucheng 8 located, have been the
most friendly In the whole territory and this
massacre will be mast surprising to all fa-
miliar with the country.

TWO RIVER STREAMERS BURNED.

Bos Playing With Mntehes Stards n
Hundreed Thoonsand Dollar Blnee,
CINCINNATL, Augk, At 2 p,oom, i
was discovered In the Clncinnatl wharfbout.
It =oon threatencd everything on the public
landing and in port.  The conflagration
lugted less than nn hour, burning two large
whorthonts and two steamers and oausing
A loss of over 2100000, Al the losx falls on
the Cincinnatl & Loulsville Mall Line com-
pany. The fire originated on the wharfboat
known ag the Clocinnati and war cauved by
A boy striking a muteh nedar baled hay. The
steamera Hlg Sandy and Carrolton were
chalned to the large wharfbouts and had no
stenm up, o they oould not get away from
the fire. Both were destroyed, As the fire
aecdrred three or four hours hefore the start
Ing time- there were only 8 few passengers
un board, and they were easily landed, There
was a multitude about the river banks on
this side, and Intense excitement exigted le-
cauge of reckless reports about the Josg of

life, Several flremen  and steamboatmen
were painfully burned, but none serionsly.
Severnl wharf bulldings and other bulldings

near by were badly reorched. A horse at-
tached to a dray conld not be dreiven from the

burning wharf and plunged Into the river
and was drowned,
